Q. Why is God called the Father? 


A. Not only becauſe he is the God and Eph. iv. 6, 


Father of all, but more eſpecially, becauſe 


he is the Father of our Lord Feſus RF 31, 


which is bleſſed for evermore, 

Q. What do you mean by Almighty ? 

A. Able to do all Things; the Ruler 
and Governor of all. 

Q. What do you mean by Heaven and 
Earth? 

A. The whole World, and all 'Things 
therein. All Things viſible and inviſible. 

Q. What do you underſtand by Things Vi- 
ſible? _ 
A. All Things that may be ſeen: the 
Earth, Sea and Sky; Sun, Moon and Stars; 


every Perſon in the World, every living 


Creature, every Tree, Plant, Herb and 
Flower; ; bv - were all made by God.

Q. What do you underſland by T hings In- 
viſible ? 


A. Not only ſuch 'Things as are too 
ſmall, or too far off, for .us to ſee, but 
ſuch as it is impoſſible to ſee : all ſpiritual 
Beings, our own Souls,- the holy Angels, 
the Devi] and his accurſed Spirits. 


Q. Were all theſe created by God ? 


A. Yes; and they are all continually ſub- 
ject to his Power and Government. The 
bleſſed Angels do not aſſiſt us but by God's 
Appointment and Command; nor can the 


evil ones hurt us without his Permiſſion. 


Q. How did God create the World? 

A. The Manner in which God created 
the World, it is impoſſible for us to con- 
ceive: But this we know, that it was as 
caſy tohis Almighty Power, as it is for us 
to give Orders for any Thing we wiſh to 
have done. He ſpake the Word, and it was 
done: He commanded and it ſtood faſt, 

Q How dith God preſerve and govern 
the World ? 

A. By his Providence. 

Q. What is Providence ? 

A. God's wazchſul Care over his Crea- 
tures, and his Diſpoſal of all Events. 

Q. Can you give any Inſtances of this? 

A. It is by the Providence of God that 
we are brought into the World, and ſup- 
ported in it; that we are rich, or poor; 


healthy, or fick; happy or miſerable; 


When we are awake; when we are aſleep; 
in Darkneſs, as well as in the Light, God's 
Providence is conſtantly watching over us,

Q. Which are the three great Offices of 
Chriſt? 

A. He was the great Prophet, that 
ſhould come into the World, to teach the 
Will of God: He was our High Prieſt, to 


reconcile us to God, by the Sacrifice of 
himſelf ; and he is our Lord and King, to 


govern us by his Laws, and at laſt to bri ing 
us to Glory. 


Q. How did our Saviour prove himſelf to 


be Chriſt ? |

Q. Is there not another Senſe in which the 
Church is called Catholick ? | 


A. Yes; the Church is called Catholick, 
becauſe it ought not to admit any new and | 
particular Opinions, which occaſion Seas * 
or Parties in Religion; but to bold faſt the: \:

Q. In which of theſe Senſes is the Church 
of Rome to be called the Catholick Church ? 

A. The Church of Rome has no Right to 
that Title in either of theſe Senſes. 5 


Q. Why do you not allow it to be the Cut bo- 6 
lick Church in the firſt Senſe? | 


A. Becauſe it is but a particular Church, 
not the whole, Church; and fo far is it 
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From admitting all Nations to the Benefits 
of the 'Catholick Church, that it allows 
none to be true Chriſtians, but thoſe within 
its own Pale. 


Q. Why is not the Church of Rome to be 
called Catholick in the ſecond Senſe of the 
Mord? 


A. Becauſe it teacheth and commands 
many Things, entirely unknown in the firſt 
Ages of the Church; and ſome of them 
contrary to the general Principles of Chriſ- 


tianity, as it was taught by our Saviour 
and his Apoſtles. 


Q. Can you name any of tbeſe Things ? 

A. The Worſhip of Images and Saints, 
Indulgences, Perſecution, and many others.
